The Transportation Bill. 


One of the bills introduced at this 


session by Congressman 
W. D Ste- 


phens of the sevnth California dis- 
trict, relates to the operation of the 
Panama railroad and a line of steam- 
^rs. It is explained by this para- 
graph from the bill: 


"That the Panama Railroad Com- 


pany be, and it is hereby directed to 
establish and operate a line of steam- 
ers for the transportation of passen- 
gers and freight 
along the Pacific 


coast of the United States, in connec- 
tion with the line of steamers along 
the Atlantic coast and the Panama 
railroad now operated by said com- 
pany, and to make regular calls at 
all the principal Pacific coast ports 
including Seattle, Tacoma, Portland' 
San Francisco, Los Angeles, and San 
Diego, from and to the western termi- 
nus of said railroad." 


On Wednesday. July 12, Covina en 


tertained the Pacific branch of th» 
Woman's Foreign Missionary Societj 
at its third quarterly meeting for tin 
current year.

J-.very rain-her knows the significance of the covering of brush and 
j-Teen frrowtli on the mountainsides, but fwo-tliirds of the campers 
jn tlii- Sierra .Madre mountains have but a hazy idea of the destruction 
"vvrouplit by fires. 
A forest fire to them may be spectacular and ex- 


ciiin<r. To the rancher and the forest ran per. it is dcpivssinsr and dis- 
eouratrin<-'. 
It means thousands of dollars worth of loss. 


Often, one hears the remark in a m o u n t a i n camp, which carries 


the thought that the m o u n t a i n brush is nothincr but wild (rrowt.li. 
liavinu no hiirh claims on beauty, and practically without asset. The 
t r u t h is t h a t , if the m o u n t a i n s were not covered w i t h verdure in the 
"winter; were not covered w i t h trreen trees and growing shrubs, the 


•> alley would not loni; enjoy a supply of water. 
This is so well 


known to the agriculturist that, it seems foolish to talk about it. but 
iirnorance on this subject is <rroat and widespread. The forest growth 
conserves the water which percolates slowly through the soil, arrested 
in its natural desire to flow to the sea. 
The <rreen things absorb it. 


retard its flow, keep it from evaporation and presipitation. Do you 
get the point'.' 


When you liyht. a fire in the canyon and <ro away and leave it, if, 


may burn over thousands of acres, leaving a space t h a t will not con- 
serve water in the winter, thereby lessening the water supply for the 
•valley. The fact that you will be arrested and heavily fined if you 
are discovered as the one at fault, has had a very salutary influence 
on checking this evil. 
But this law is not one that can operate 


through stern fear of the law, and nothing else. 
There must be a 


sense of the fitness of obeying this law. You must feel that you are 
protecting your own property from danger. 
You must remember 


that you are the guardian of your own rights, whether you own a 
rod of land or live in city or country, when you protect the rancher, 
you protect yourself.

"Walters has said, since he went on the Citrus avenue job, that he was 
ignorant of the work, and didn't know how roads were built in other 
places. He has always maintained that the only thing he knew about 
the job was to see that the contractor built the sti 
I according to 


f-pecifications.

Grand Jury Reports 


On Garbage Question 


(Copy of partial report of Los An 


geles county grand jury). 


To the honorable court, department 


nine, County of Los Angeles, State of 
California: 


The Los Angeles county grand jury 


desires respectfully to submit to you 
the following partial report, as we 
think this matter is of such great im- 
portance to the citizens of this county 
that it will admit of no delay. 


We find that there is a grave and 


startling 'danger now confronting the 
citizens of this county, and especially 
the citizens of the city of Los Angeles, 
from the consumption of garbage-fed 
hogs. 


We find that garbage-fed hogs are 


being raised and sold to the various 
slaughter houses of this city and coun- 
ty for local consumption, and that 
there seems to be no adequate law 
at the present time that will effectual- 
ly cope with this menace, or curtail 
or prohibit it. 


From the testimony furnished by 


the various health officers and veter- 
inarians in official positions in this 
city and county, we find that the meth- 
od of handling the garbage in this and 
other cities of the county, by feeding 
the same to animals used for human 
consumption, is a grave and startling 
menace to the health of our citizens. 


By far the gravest peril, because of 


its magnitude, is found at the great 
hog ranch on the Covina electric line 
near Baldwin Park, on the edge of 
the San Gabriel river. 


Under the present garbage contract 


existing between the city of Los An- 
geles and V. D. Reduction Comany, 
all the garbage at the present time 
which is made by restaurants, hotels 
and private families of Los Angeles 
city, is taken in cars to this point on 
the Covina line and is there fed at the 
present time to 35,000 hogs, which 
number, we are informed, will be ma- 
terially increased within a few days. 
A committee of this grand jury visited 
this ranch, covering some 1200 to 1300 i 
acres, and found after an afternoon of 
careful scrutiny among the pens that 
there was not a single phase of the 
business that could in any way be 
recommended. That it was a menace 
was patent at the very first glance. 
These hogs are fed on garbage ex- 
clusively that is rotten when it reach- 
es the pig pens, throwing off a bad 
stench. 
This visit was made in July, 


when there was no moisture in the 
ground save that which might come 
from the watering pipes, and the con- 
ditions may be imagined during the 
rainy season. 


Testimony furnished us shows that 


cholera, tuberculosis, and trichenosis 
is prevalent among the hogs fed on 
garbage, and many authentic cases 
were brought to our attention where 
these diseases, and diseases of a sim- 
ilar character, are being spread di- 
rectly from the big piggery at Covina. 
Testimony shows that the same dis- 
eases and conditions prevail at all 
other points in the county where hogs 
are fed garbage, so far as we have 
been able to ascertain. 


We find that the water level at the 


point where the Covina piggery is 
situated is 10 feet from the surface, 


Piggery seeps into the San Gabriel 
river, which will eventually contami- 
nate the domestic water supply of 
Whittier and other towns below this 
point. 


We found that, the mortality from 


garbage-fed hogs is very great. Dur- 
ing our visit of inspection we saw 
seven dead hogs lying in the pens, 
and from information furnished we 
learn that many sick hogs had been 
killed a few days previous under in- 
structions from the county veterinar- 
ian. 


The testimony of the health officers 


goes to show that this meat is unfit for 
human consumption and this state- 
ment is supported by all medical au- 
thorities of both city and county that 
have been brought before this grand 
jury as witnesses. 


The large number of pigs at the 


Covina piggery have only been at this 
point about sixty days, since the hog- 
raisers were forced to move out of 
Vernon because of the enforcement 
of the city ordinance, prohibiting the 
feeding of garbage to hogs in the city 
or within five miles of the city limits. 
What will be the condition of the pig- 
gery six months from this visit, if the 
same is allowed to do business as now 
conducted, is something that can bet- 
ter be imagined than described. 


During the 
investigation of this 


grand jury, the piggery being conduct- 
ed on Pico street, one-half mile from 
the power-house, just outside the city 
limits of Los Angeles, was visited, 
where we found in the aggregate 100 
liogs. These animals were suffering 
in all stages of disease, with the pens 
in an indescribable and filthy condi- 
tion. These hogs, we are informed, 
are fed on garbage secured from the 
city of Santa Monica. 


During our investigation this grand 


iury visited the Pasadena sewer farm, 
which joins the city limits of Alham- 
bra. We found that this plant con- 
sists of 400 acres, and is entirely irri- 
gated from the sewer water. The sew- 
age passes through septic tanks,, and 
while this committee believes that this 
method can be made sanitary, the 
facts in the case of the 
Pasadena 


plant show that this plant is very far 
from being sanitary, and the odors

Dr. Morris 


gives in exchange, a house and lot in 
Los Angeles, valued at $6,200, and a 
lot in Long Beach, valued at $10,000, 
the balance being paid in cash. 


The ranch is a valuable piece of 


property which has been steadily in- 
creasing in value. The owner intends 
to take out a portion of the walnut 
settings, which are five years old, and 
plant to navel and Valencia oranges.
